Indonesians Term

Dutch parachute and air- 
borne troops seized Jog)a- 
karta, capital of the Indones- 
ian Republic, in a lightning 
military action yesterday and 
interned the Republic’s top 
leaders. 

A Netherlands communi- 
que said Dr. Soekarno, Presi- 
dent of the Republic; the Pre- 
mier, Foreign Minister, Air 
Commodore and former Pre- 
mier Sutan Syjahrir were 
among those interned in the 
Presidential Palace. 

The Dutch described their air, 
land and sea offensive as a “police 
action” against Indonesian ter- 
rorists, The Indonesians called 

“dastardly” invasion compar- 
able to the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor.

ment has discharged 17 employees. 
in the past five months as “secur)- 
‘ty risks.” 

The disclosure came from Act- 
ing Chairman Karl Mundt, Re- 
publican, South Dakota, of the 
‘House UnAmerican Activities 
Committee, who said 151 State 
Department employees have been 
ousted since Jan. 1, 1947. 


He said the State Department 
figures underscore the Commit- 
tee’s contention that the “hazard’’| 
of Red espionage still exists, and 
every Communist in the Govern- 
ment is a “potential spy.”

moved slowly out to sea to- 
day after burying Northeast- 
ern States under the heaviest 
fall of the season and dump- 
‘ing a 19.2-inch mantle of 
white on New York City. 

Falling steadily since dawn 
yesterday, the downfall gatn- 
ered intensity last night at 
dusk and for a time threat- 
ened to equal or surpass the 
1947 record snowfall which 
covered New York City with 
a 25.8-inch blanket. 

The storm began easing off 
shortly after 8 o'clock (EST) last 
night and by midnight had almost 
ceased.

WASHINGTON—(UP)—With another income tax day just around 


the corner, Government tax experts 


say it is just as easy and, in nearly) 


all cases, more profitable for married couples to “split” their incomes | 


for taxpaying purposes. 

If the wife doesn’t have a sep- 
arate income, they say, a tax re-' 
turn split is sure to help the 
family budget. 

The tax bill passed by the last’ 
Congress permits married persons | 
reporting their income in a joint 
return to divide it in computing | 3 
‘their tax.

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For Voter-Qualification: Laws 


An intelligent and informed electorate 
being the basis of a working democracy, 
Georgia needs more stringent vote-quali- 
fication laws. 


Revision of the qualifications for vot- 
ing came in for a good deal of discussion 
at last week’s pre-session conferences of 
Legislators. That was as it should have 
been. The Constitution repeatedly has 
called attention to the need for more ade- 
quate safeguards in this respect and we 
hope the General Assembly will not post- 
pone action beyond the January session. 


There is, properly, a great deal of con- 
cern over the proposals at last week’s 
caucuses to abolish all present voting lists 
and require complete new registration. If 
such a procedure is adopted every pre- 
caution must be taken to insure that re- 
registration will be undertaken in a non- 
partisan manner. While there may be 
merit to the argument that re-regis- 
tration would result in fewer qualified 
voters, some States successfully follow a 
plan of requiring re-registration at pe- 
riodic intervals. The theory here would 


seem to be that if the eligible voter is 
sufficiently interested he will go to the 
trouble to register, and if he is not that 
interested it is better that he not vote 
anyway. 

All who can see will agree with House 
Speaker Fred Hand that the so-called 
white primary proposal is dead. In the 
face of numerous Supreme Court de, 
cisions upsetting similar laws in other 
Southern States, it would be foolish for 
the Legislature to waste time on such a 
measure. 

We also think Speaker Hand summed 
up the situation admirably when he de- 
clared the problem of strengthening voter 
qualification laws must not be attacked 
from a racial viewpoint. No one can ob- 
ject to the State’s exercising its legal 
right to insure that those who go to the 
polls are capable of understanding and in- 
terpreting the issues involved. But any 
attempt to apply qualifications to one 
group, leaving the other free of restric- 
tions, is to give official sanction to dis- 
crimination which, as we have seen, will 


- not be tolerated by the Federal Courts. 


New England Should Look Again 


The esteemed Boston Herald has been 
facetious at the expense of South Caro- 
lina, and an advertisement published by 
that State in various New England news- 
papers, including The Herald. 

The Herald calls “misleading” the 
four chief points of the ad, as follows: 

1. Southern mills can produce worsi- 
ed yarn with savings up to 60 cents per 
pound. 

2. Nation’s largest woolen mill is lo- 
cated in a Southern State (Georgia). 

3. A Southern woolen plant leads the 
nation in pounds of carded woolen fabric. 


4. Famous Massachusetts worsted com- 
pany builds new mills on Southern site. 

The Herald claims these points are not 
correct and, with considerable condescen- 
sion, brushes them off and advises the 
South Carolinians to stick to juleps and 
the War Between the States. Now, much 
as we deplore the recent politics of South 
Carolina, .we are moved to advise the 
editorial writer for The Herald to look 
again and go visiting in his own territory. 
The ad was not well phrased, but the 
American Wool and Cotton Reporter sup- 
plies the results of its survey, and says 
that every word efthe four claims 
is true. 

1. It advises The Herald to check with 
the worsted topmakers in New England 
and see how many have salesmen in the 


South selling worsted top to Southern 
mills which are producing worsted yarn 
at great savings by using the American 
system, developed in Georgia at Newnan. 

2. The mill with the largest floor space 
is in New England, even as The Herald 
says. But the ad referred to production 
and the fact is that all through the war 
boom a Southern mill (Rossville, Ga.) 
turned out more yardage, more pound- 
age, and more dollar value, day by day 
and month by month on 330 looms than 
the largest mill in New England. That 
should be cold comfort to The Herald, 
whose New England mill has floor space 
but not production. 

3. The Herald said the statement was 
ambiguous. Yet, it meant what it said— 
namely, that a Southern mill produced 
more pounds of carded woolen fabric 
than any other woolen mill in the United 
States. That is plain enough and we do 
not think it the subject of facetious com- 
ment. We are proud of it. 

4. That item also is true and there are 
other New England mills planning to do 
the same thing. 

The woolen.industry is moving South. 
It is coming not for cheap labor, because 
it isn’t cheap, but because the labor sup- 
ply is good and will work while on the 
job and, in addition, will take a pride in 
the product.

A Gilt That Will Pay Dividends 


WASHINGTON—With the approach of the Christmas season it is appropriate to say a few words 


about a situation to which public attention is being called by Jouett Shouse, 


former executive 


director of the Democratic National Committee, who is currently aiding in the collection of CARE 
packages for distribution among German children in the American occupied zone. 


From his headquarters in Berlin, Gen. Clay, 
our occupation commander, has issued an appeal 
to the American people for a large number of 
the CARE packages. These are the small parcels 
of food and other essentials, costing $10 each, 
which are being put together in this country for 
. shipment to needy persons abroad. 

Mr. Shouse, an able ‘ormer member of Con- 
gress from Kansas, became interested in the pro- 
gram after a visit to Germany last Summer. 
There he had an opportunity to see “the misery 
of these children and their dire needs.” Many 
of them, he reminds, lived in unheated cellars 
surrounded by rubble and devastation. 


The bombing of German cities had to be 
done, he points out: “The Germian nation 
had to be taught the futility and the tragic 
consequences of the attempt at world con- 
quest. They have reaped only what thev 
sowed. But the children were not responsi- 
ble for this policy... They wil! be the leaders 
of tomorrow, perhaps our first line of de- 
fense.” 


Under Gen. Clay the American Army of Oc- 
cupation has done and is doing, according to Mr. 
Shouse, “superb work for the children of Ger- 
many.” To this end some 250 Youth Centers 
have been set up in such buildings as were 
available. There the youngsters are encouraged 
to come together for classes in handicrafts, for 
games, reading and other group activities. When 
possible a cup of soup or cocoa is provided. In 
this way the children are learning something of 
the generosity of a democratic country. 


The former Kansas man goes on to say: 
“There is no allocation of funds for this Assist- 
ance and Reorientation Program. The expense 
is borne by the officers and men of our Army 
with such assistance as they can enlist. The cen- 
ters are called GYA Centers. It is estimated 
they reach three and a half million children. 


“The plea of Gen. Clay is for CARE packages 
for Christmas distribution. Each of thése pack- 
ages costs $10. 
in Germany. As fast as the money is received 
here the packages are immediately released by 
wire to the soldiers in charge of a GYA Center, 
to be given o the children on Christmas Day. 
Donations to this fund are deductable for tax 
purposes. Checks should be made to CARE, Inc., 
earmarked for the Gen. Clay Fund for German 
Children and sent to Washington, D. C.” 


As Mr. Shouse has said, there could be no 
more worthy Christmas gift, none that should 
bring to the donor greater pleasure and satis- 
faction and none more useful. It is something

They Killed 
The Money Lenders 


In the steaming room of the press hostel at 

Chungking, in the early Spring of 1945, I asked 

a Chinese Government information man what 

was the appeal the Communist Government had for the people. 

“Three things,” he said, wryly: “One, they kill the money 

lenders and destroy the records; two, they kill all the big land- 

owners and divide it up among the peasants, and, three, they let 
the people alone.” 

As we watch China disintegrate, in so far as the Chiang Kai-shek 

government is concerned, we see that it lacks popular appeal and 

that few indeed of Chiang’s own government want him to remain 


as its head. 
No Plan None of the experts offer any workable plan. Itis a 
hopeless sort of situation. If Chiang were to form a 
coalition government, including the Communists, it would become 
the frustration that all such governments of the past have been. 
The Communists never join a government to trv and make it work 
but to weaken and discredit it so they may destroy it and take 
it over. 

It might be possible, even now, for Chiang to awaken enthusiasm 
for his government. But he cannot. If he were to attempt to abol- 
ish the money lenders and work out a purchase plan for land, he 
could not put it into effect. There is about his government the 
great and harmful weakness of the Greek situation wherein many 
wéll-known figures of the government grow more and more wealthy 
and possessed of goods and food, while the peopie—who see and 
know these men—grow poorer and poorer in goods and food and 
hope. The Chinese Government is much worse even than the 
Greek. Its fat cats are known to and seen by the public and 
word of it gets over the land. 

All lands and all peoples offer paradoxes. China simply offers 
more than any others, and there the contradictions are more violent. 


China is in the stone age and in the midst, too, of 
Two Ages modern technology. I recall landing at the vast 
airport of Kunming in 1945. There were thousands of women with 
little spades and thousands more with small baskets. They were 
building an airstrip, digging down to a depth of four feet and 
filling it with rock, on which the pavement of the strip was to 
be laid. They were like ants, taking out dirt at one end and putting 
in rock at the other. A hundred feet away from them the most 
modern airliners in the world were landing—the most advanced 
machine of the air landing on strips made by hand work. On its 
roads men, hitched to huge carts, pulled great loads, while jeeps 
and trucks passed by. 

Men in Manchuria cannot talk with men in Shanghai. There 
are great differences in language within the distance of 100 miles. 
Evils For centuries the money lender has gone unregulated. 

The Chinese money lender makes one of our most rapa- 
cious loan sharks look like a kindly, benevolent philanthropist. 
Revolution in Europe—as the Soviets have proved—is based on 
land. They have been able to hold the peasants in the Balkans by 
breaking up large estates and giving land to the people who have 
yearned for land for generations and never been allowed to have it. 

The Chinese money lenders, holders of mortgages and others who 
control the money in the small villages have for centuries ruth- 
lessly robbed the villagers and farmers with great interest rates, 
with trickery and with fraud. 

Chiang has never moved against these people. The system is, 
one must admit, so rooted it could be destroyed only by extreme 
and radical methods, enforced by police powers. Many of the chief 
props of his government are people of this sort and have these 
connections. 

China is so old and her institutions have grown on China and 
are a part of her culture and her traditions. We in the South, with 
traditions made and hardened in the Reconstruction period less 
than 90 years ago, know how much they influence our thinking 
and our actions, socially, economically and politically. China’s 
institutions and traditions are centuries old. 


Chiang The truth is relatively few American newspapermen, 
diplomats or soldiers in China had much feeling for 
Chiang. They admitted his strength, and knew his weaknesses, 
but few had any confidence in him. Few trusted him. 

Gen, Joe Stillwell was the most vocal. He lost his command for 
forcing a decision in the midst of war. In the war years most of 
the foreign correspondents, diplomats and army personnel predicted 
just what now is happening in China—namely, that Chiang’s gov- 
ernment would never reform and that the end of the war would 
not greatly increase the strength of Chiang. As Leland Stowe, 
one of the Americans in China, writes: 

“They knew Chiang rarely sent his troops against Japanese: 
that he saved our wartime lend-lease equipment to use against the 
Reds after the Japanese defeat. They were right when they said 
Chiang didn’t want to fight anybody but the Chinese Communists. 

“They warned of a wholesale corruption in the Kuomingtang 
Government. They said Chiang must be forced to clean house 
and broaden his government—and do something for China’s 
exploited peasants. They said this would never be done unless 
Washington put the screws on.” 

All of our people have seen this fact now. 
Chiang got a friendly receptior but no promise of the all-out aid 
she sought. It is almost stunning to compare this reception of hers 
with the one of the’ war years. Even the charm and intelligence of 
this really great woman no longer has magic. 

A coalition government with the Communists would be fatal. 
But if Chiang were to resign and the Nationalist Government were 
to put immediately into effect the long-needed reforms, they might 
win—if the reforms were as genuinely pushed. ,

There are many books on Mexico, written from many points of view, but one of the best is 
Stuart Clase’s “Mexico, a Study of Two Americas,” in which he traces its history briefly and then, 
from the standpoint of the economist, compares its handicraft civilization to the machine civiliza- 


tion to the North. 

Another is MacKinley Helm’s “Journeying 
Through Mexico,” a down-to-earth guidebook 
which tells you where to go and what to see, 
keeping you for the most part on the traveled 
tourist paths, but digressing now &nd then into 
little out-of-the-way places where the tourist 
mever goes’ and where you find the timeless 
Mexico of the past. Fortunately, friends more 
sensible than we had insisted we bring both 
these books along, and from each author I will 
borrow, with gratitude and appreciation. 


The first thing to understand, as Mr. 
Chase makes clear, is that here is a land in 
which the Indian was never conquered and 
destroyed by the Spaniards as our English 
forebears destroyed the Indians of North 
America. Cortez came for gold, not to found 
a new nation—and all the Spaniards who 
followed him came not as settlers but as 
plunderers. They changed the Indians way 
of life some, but they did little more than 
impose a Spanish culture upon it, and that 
thin veneer is wearing away. The old North 
American jest about giving the land back to 
the Indians is no jest here. The Indians for 
a hundred years have been reclaiming their 
own. Mexico is, and seemingly shall re- 
main—unless automobiles and electric refrig- 
erators do what conquistador and church: 
man could not do—Indian in its unassailable 
heart. 


Nobody knows where the men came from 
who first populated this land. Some think 
they came in great migrations from Asia, across 
the Bering Sea and down the North American 
continent. Some argue that they came from the 
West—across the Pacific from Polynesia in great 
sea-going canoes. Some argue that they -were 
born here of the primal livestuff, professing to 
have found the bones of man in the Paleozoic 
rock. It doesn’t matter much now. 

What does matter is that, at the time of 
Cortez, a race of men was living here which had

reached a wondrous degree of civilization. By 
studying the stars they had worked out a calen- 
dar by which they could ascertain dates for 
thousands of years in the future. They built 
pyramids equal to those of the Egyptians. They 
understood the physics of flowing water and de- 
veloped great irrigation projetts. They were 
miners and engineers, farmers and builders, and 
workers in stone and metal of deepest artistic 


.feeling. They knew the use of herbs for medi- 


cines, and their “doctors” had knowledge of 
surgery, even the trepanning of the skull. They 
understood hygiene and sanitation and were a 
clean people—cleaner than their descendants are 
today. 


Even their most abhorrent characteristic— 
their practice of making human sacrifice, was 
mistakenly scientific rather than purely religious. 
They believed the sun was the source of all 
strength, and that its strength had to be renewed 
each year with an effusion of human blood. 
They lived on maize, or corn, and they believed 
that the corn needed new strength each growing 
season, so at each stage of its growth they sac- 
rificed a victim whose age corresponded to the 
age of the corn. 

In government they followed a rough form 
of democracy. Each, little village had its sep- 
arate ward or barrio, whose elders settled the 
affairs of the village. Each region had its coun- 
cil of villagers, and the great Emperor Monte- 
zuma was not a King, holding office by divine 
right, but a President who could not even de- 
clare war without the concurrence of his council 
of speakers, representing the people. 

This then, is a brief and superficial picture 
of the land and its people, as 100 years before 
the Mayflower dropped its anchor off Province- 
town, a fleet of tiny ships, bearing 600 men 
whose leader had a sickness in his heart—the 
lust for gold—furled their sails in the harbor 
now known as Vera Cruz on the Gulf of Mexico. 
At the hands of 600 men an ancient civilization 
was about to die in blood of human agony.

In Maine, where a number of mud lakes 
are about te receive new names, the offi- 
cials also considered the church ladies and 
a crooked body of water leading from Knub-| 
ble Bay to Hockamock Bay. The ladies have 
been calling it Great Hurl Gate; their less 
sensitive husbands have called it Great Hell 
Gate. Washington figures they’re both 
wrong.

Michigan also has a Mud Lake which will be 
called Blood Lake, not because it’s red, but to 
honor one Charles Blood, an early settler.

Other Mud Lakes in the same State get other 
fancier names. 

As for Michigan’s Blue Lake in Manistee Na- 
tional Forest, that seems to be too simple. The 
Federals discovered that the Algonquin Indian 
word for blue is Webinguaw. And Webinguaw 
Lake it is. 

There are a number of Lost Lakes in Michi- 
gan, too, and that name also seems to be mud. 
All the Lost Lakes get Indian names. 

Nebraska has a West Branch Long Pine Creek, 
which strikes the government as a long handle 
for a small stream; its new name, Bone Creek. 
As for Nebraska’s Pine Creek, that’s not long 
enough. It will be called Long Pine Creek, for 
reasons which the Department of Interior finds 
good and sufficient. 

That brings us to a cheesy problem in Colo- 
rado. Here the South Platte River was dammed 
a while back to form a lake. Some people called 
it Cheeseman Lake and some said Lake Chesse- 
man. Others left out one of the e’s and called it 
Cheesman Lake and also Lake Cheesman. But 
the good old government reached a decision:

The People Just Don't Like Human Hogs 


(From The New York Star) 
It is not safe to put any American in a position so lordly that he cannot be bawled out by such 


characters as do not like him, or his acts, or his ideas. 


We have had to make an exception in the 


ease of judges, because they have such unpleasant duties to perform that their office must have spe- 


cia] protection; but even that is not safe. 


More than once judicial fanatics have tried to convert the 


doctrine of constructive contempt into an instrument for the suppression of free speech. 


As regards any other citizen, he is entitled 
to call upon the law to punish libel, slander and 
the use of language calculated to provoke a 
breach of the peace; and that is all. 

This does not guarantee anyone the right to 
eall Congressman X a horse thief when he never 
stole anything but mutton, but it certainly does 
guarantee the right to call him a heel who is 
making a mess of his job and ought to be 
thrown out for the good of the country. At least, 
such is the fixed opinion of vast numbers of 
Americans: and they are prepared to defend that 
opinion with great resolution. 

This is a matter that ought to receive the 
careful attention of labor leaders as the new 
Congress assembles. The Taft-Hartley law is 
going to be repealed. The administration is com- 
mitted to that, and the argument is closed. It is 
the assumption of the common man that the 
Wagner Act will be restored in substance and 
that is all right with him, for it was, on the 
whole, a good law. 

But the Wagner Act had one vicious provision 
in the gag rule that forbade an employer who 
doesn't like labor unions to say that he doesn’t 
like them. It may be a fool thing for an em- 
ployer to say in the presence of his employees,

but that isn’t the point. The free American’s 
right to worship in accord with the dictates of his 
own conscience is no more sacred than his right 
to make a jackass of himself in accord with the 
dictates of his own folly; and a law that infringes 
that right imperils all liberty. 


If they were wise enough, labor leaders 
would be the first to insist that no such pro- 
vision shall be included in the new law. 
It is far more dangerous to unions than it is 
to employers. In the first place, labor 
unions, being human institutions, need criti- 
cism, and the sharper and better aimed it is, 
the more effective it will be in correcting 
their errors. 


Threats, to be sure, are not criticism. An 
employer who threatens to penalize men for join- 
ing a union isn’t criticizing the union. He is 
merely describing his own position as a little 
tin Hitler, and menaces have never been regard 
ed as within the bounds of legitimate free 
speech. But for an employer to tell his men, 
and to give reasons for telling them, that a spe- 
cific union policy is detrimental to both the men 
and the company is not intimidation, even if it 
is true. 

A second reason for labor leaders to be ex- 
tremely careful about the sort of demands they 
push at this time is their precarious position 
in the eyes of the public. Public opinion is a 
bear’s paw, tremendously powerful, but clumsy. 
It slapped labor down in 1946, largely because ar- 
rogant and stupid labor leadership had made the 
ordinary American sore. 

Of one thing labor leaders may be very sure: 


Outside the church, where the term has a special’

PRINCETON, N. J.--The power 
ful political appeal of nutional 
health insurance, program which 
President Truman has repeatedly 
urged Congress to adopt, is evi 
dent in one nation which recently 
put such a program into effect— 
Britain. 

British voters in a nation-wide 
survey have voted the national 
health scheme the best thing 
which the Attlee government has 
done since coming to office more 
than three years ago. It far out- 
ranked any other measure in pop- 
ularity. 

The British program went into 
effect July 1, just about the time 
when Democratic Party leaders 
were preparing the 1948 Demo- 
cratic platform, which pledged a 
|national health program for “ade-

Ma- 
ry and Joseph moved slowly 
down the great plateau be- 
tween the Jordan and the 
Mediterranean. ... “Out of 
the city of Nazareth into Ju- 
dea, unto the city of David 
which is called Bethlehem to 
be taxed with Mary his es- 
poused wife, being great with 
child. 

And so it was, that while they 
were there, the days were ac- 
complished that she should be 
delivered. 

“And she brought for her 
Firstborn Son and wrapped 
Him in swaddling clothes, and 
laid Him in a manger because 
there was no room for them at 
the inn.” 


Bethlehem is near the eastern 
edge of the great plateau, 14 
miles from the Dead Sea and 
3,842 feet above it. That birth in 
the stable at Bethlehem received 
attention in heaven and 0on 
earth. 

Shepherds, “keeping watch 
over their flock by night,” heard 
the angels sing. 

“And they came with haste, 
and found Mary and Joseph, and 
the Babe lying in the manger.” 


“There came wise men from 
the east to Jerusalem, saying 
‘Where is He that is born King 
of the Jews? for we have seen 
His star in the east and are 
come to worship Him’.” They 
offered their gifts; gold, frank- 
incense and myrrh and de- 
parted. 


But more senister forces were 
watching the star of Bethlehem.

CINCINNATI —(#)— The Na- 
tion’s colleges and universities are 
experiencing their first “lull in 
enrollment” since the postwar 
boom, Dr. Raymond Walters, 
President of the University of Cin- 
cinnati, reports. 

Dr. Walters’ annual statistical 
survey for “School and Society,” 
an educational weekly, shows that 
although attendance figures, as of 
Nov. 1, 1948, in 726 universities 
and colleges were slightly above 
1947, they represent a sharp check 
in the “growing pains” trend 
which higher education has ex- 
perienced since the discharge of 
World War II veterans. 


The 726 institutions show 1,931,- 
979 students -— 1,580,783 full-time 
531,196 parttime. 

“It is the veterans,” he added 
“accounting for more than 40 per- 
cent of the enrollment, who main- 
tain the current level.”

Pensions for Aged 


SACRAMENTO, Cal. — (UP) —' 
California will pay $75 a month' 
to its needy aged beginning Jan. 1. 
It is one of the highest old age 
pensions in the nation. 

The boost from the present rate’ 
of $65 was ordered in an initiative 
amendment to the state constitu- 
tion adopted by the voters at the 
November election. It also gives 
the state’s blind a $10 rise to $85 
@ month. 

The measure also makes it much 
easier to qualify for the aged aid, 
shifts the entire pension burden 
to the state and puts a “first lien”’ 
on all state moneys to pay for the 
pensions. Those provisions have 
the state’s high officials worried. 

Under the program, long-term 
residents of the state become eli- 
gible for pensions at the age of 63 
instead of 65. Pensioners may own 
$1,500 worth of personal property, 
a house assessed at not more than 
$3,500, a car and $1,000 worth of 
life insurance. They also may keep 
any “personal” jewelry they might 
own.
